. Mr. Griffin briefly reviewed his 
stand as an lnde|>endent candidate, 
stating he was qot tied to any politi¬ 
cal party and was responsible only to 
the electors of the constituency. He 
discussed the platform of the Unity 
movement, which is based upon toe 
restoration of the credit of t*e prov¬ 
ince, refunding the public debt, restore 
ing of protection to the debtor, econ¬ 
omy in government without reducing 
services, an efficient civil service free 
from patronage and co-operation be¬ 
tween the provincial and dominion 
governments. 

Mrs. Oldfield spoke on the record of 
the Abel hart government during itx 
term of office, citing many instances 
of brokfp promises, extravagances, 
futile and useless legislation and-de¬ 
liberate- falsehoods used in campaign 
propaganda.

Quoting 
figures front. the public accounts >f 
Alberta, he showed how taxation had 
been greatly increased and that it 
was the farmer and small wage earn¬ 
er who were paying the greater pro¬ 
portion of the milljons of dollars in¬ 
crease. Mr. Porter quoted statistics to 
show that grants for hospitals, health 
and Toads, as wel l as for other servi¬ 
ces, have not been increased but have 
actually been cut. ’ The health servi¬ 
ces now in operation wTre npt insiitn- 
ted by the Social Credit government, 
but by the former C.F.A. government.

Since the war started 2500 have been added to the civil 
servire .in Ottawa, although it was always apparent that 
the service was swollen enough to take care of any extra 
work that an emergency might provide. 


PIROM time to time, one hears protests against the 
amount of tax-free property in a town, contrib¬ 
uting nothing to the civic tax re\fcnue. In every town, 
this forms quite a part of civic life, and the question is 
raised whether all the properties now exempt fiom tax¬ 
ation are rightly so. / 

Included in such tax-free institutions so far as this 
town is concerned are churches, schools, hospitai and all 
municipal properties such as town hall, rink, parks, iso¬ 
lation hospital, ate. -In addition, the federal and provin¬ 
cial government properties are also tax free. 

So far as churches, school/and hospital are concerned, 
there would probably hdjttle gained by imposing taxa¬ 
tion. Then are for the service of the public and in any 
case it would all come out of the people, one way or 
another. 

The government buildings are in a different category, 
ami although they are ostensibly here to give 
service to the public, they are also here to bring revenue 
to the senior governing bodies. There seems no moral 
reason why they should enjoy tax exemption. The pro¬ 
vincial government extracts a special social service tax 
from the town, and both governments impose many 
other forms of taxation on the people who have to pay 
the municipal tax. Why should they not reciprocate by 
conforming to the tax requirements paid by others to 
maintain the town! 

In High River, the total taxed property is $1,118,095 
in value, less property valued at $161,375 which is ex¬ 
empt from taxation. This exempt property includes 
churches $27,295; schools $43,810, hospital $30,620,-and 
othe? town property. The federal building of post of¬ 
fice ana armories is valued at $23,200. The provincial 
telephone building is $4,230. 

Property values are one consideration, business tax is 
another. There seems absolutely no good .reason .why 
the province and the dominion should not be taxed botli 
as to ownership and business, just as individuals arc. 
But the business tax which is based on lOVi levy op^the 
assessed rental value, of the premises, still falls far 
short of reflecting proportionate business done. ilie 
liquor store for example is probably the'town’s out¬ 
standing example, of big business. Figures given have 
placed the profiNtjn a year’s business as at March 31, 
1939 as $30,000. 'HTts^rJi a strictly cash business drawn 
from the town and district, and contributing not one 
cent by way of taxation. No doubt the telephone and 
post office turn over a tidy little sum in the way of pro¬ 
fit during the year also. 

It is a strange imposition that removes sufch business 
■ completely from the taxable .sources .of t..e municipal 
administration.

Grier Rider Davis? National Conser¬ 
vative candidate for the Macleod Fed¬ 
eral Constituency, has lived in South¬ 
ern Alberta practically all his life. His 
father, the late D. W. Davis, came to 
Alberta in 1870 and was the first Fed¬ 
eral member for Alberta from 1888 
to 1896. His mother was also of x 
pioneer family, being a daughter of 
the late James Grier and a sister of 
Curran Grier and the late D. J. Grier, 
pioneer rancher ranchers and wheat 
growers of the Macleod district. As a 
boy, Mr. Davis accompanied his fam¬ 
ily to the. Yukon and lived there from 
1897 to 1902 during the gold rush 
days. From 1902 to 1906 he attended 
Upper Canada College at Toronto and 
then returned to Macleod. He was ac¬ 
tively engaged in farming for about 
fifteen years and still owns the old 
homestead on the Belly River where 
the late Frank Strong and D. W, Dav- 
; s operated a horse ranch in the eight¬ 
ies and early nineties. 

He was sheriff and Clerk of the Su¬ 
preme Court of the Judicial District 
of Macleod front 1924 to 1934 when lie 
resigned to, take over the law practice 
of Joseph D. Matheson, K.C., who was 
■ elevated to the Bench. He has been 
practicing law in Macleod from 1934 
to the present time. He served on the 
town council for two years and was 
elected Mayor in 1939. He is married 
and has one son. In Federal politics 
has been a Conservative; in provincial 
politics he took an active part in the 
L'.F.A. movement and was official ag¬ 
ent for the late W. H. Shield in 1921 
and 1935. He is well acquainted with 
conditions in the Macleod Federal con¬ 
stituency and he states that he'will 
support Stt legislation beneficial to ag¬ 
riculture, coal mining or the oil indus¬ 
try in his constituency. 


It is not altogether because we wish to look on the 
bright side that we do not regard the Finnish peace as an 
allied reverse.

The war 
was not popular in Germany where the people had more 
sympathy with the Finns than they had with their new al¬ 
lies. It is discouraging only insofar as it suggests that 
Scandinavian countries are not sure which side is going to 
win. It is disconcerting only in the light it throws on what 
is left of the nation’s that gathered at Geneva to throw 
Russia’out of the League;; to proffer support against the 
aggressor and then to fall down on the job. “Let George 
do it” was their maxim—George in that tease being Britain 
and France already up to the neck in commitments.

the experiences of their respective lo¬ 
cals in respect taco-operative buying, 
mainly in fuel oil and gasoline. Prices 
offered by various companies to the 
different locals were discussed, show¬ 
ing somb disparity and varying ac¬ 
cording to the amount probably re¬ 
quired. It was agreed that better pri¬ 
ces would undoubtedly be available if 
lour locals, such as Nanton, Okotoks 
Cayley and High River could combine 
in their buying. There is the prospect 
that such a plan will be followed up, 
and the High River committee of 
Messrs. Davis, Wakeford and Herri- 
man, was asked to investigate farther 
with the idea of working with the oth¬ 
er locals jn this respect. 

Commends, Plan * 

Mr. German commended this step 
toward widening the field of co-opera¬ 
tive action. In introducing his sub¬ 
ject “A business set-up for agricul¬ 
ture” he explained that he was not 
speaking as secretary of the Wheat 
Pool, but “on his own,” along lines 
ytlich~seerrted reasonable, and might 
be effective/Stressin^-the necessity of 
planned coNectiy*--action in order to 
bring,the price ofvf&rm products to 
parity with what the farmer must 
purchase, the speaker described the 
U.F.A. developments in co-operation 
to date. “There has' been no planned 
system,” he said,. ‘^Co-operative ef¬ 
forts have deyeloped in haphazard 
fashion as exigencies required.” He 
likened the development to the pro¬ 
gress that a homesteader makes from 
his start in homesteading. First, the 
one-room ‘shack, then the lean-^o 
built on when he takes a wife; then 
other lean-to’s added as emergencies 
rise and the family increases.But with 
no defined pattern or plan in build¬ 
ing for efficiency. “Our co-operatives 
hive been added on to the original U. 
F.A. structure in much the sante way.” 
he said. “First we took to wife the 
U.F.W.A. Then in 1921 we added 
our mother-in-law, politics, a very 
garrulpUs lady keeping the hotttehold 
stirring for fifteen years. Then in 1923 
the addition o^the Wheat Pool. Later, 
the Alberta Co-crperative Livestock 
Producers, the tnree dairy pools, etc. 
If is time to think of remodelling the 
old house, with something better.” 

No Price Parity 

Quoting figures which indicates the 
depressed price of farm produce in re¬ 
lation to prices fpr farm requirements, 
the year of 1923 was mentioned In 
which the farm people (32% of Cana¬ 
dian population) produced 20.2% of 
the national wealth and received 6.1% 
of national income. In 1926 the index 
of wholesale price of farm produce 
was on a parity with things to be pur- 
chosed. If this parity had continued 
there would have been little of the 
debt problems, unemployment, allied 
difficulties which have beset later year.-. 
But when the Tarm dollar is worth 
only fifty cents in buying power, then 
the farm_inaustry is oppressed. In 
Dec. 31, 1933, the farm dollar was 
worth only 73 cts. in purchasing pow 
er. Another angle is the price of farm

» Speaking in High'River last week, 
G. Rider Davis, ‘federal Conservative 
candidate -for this riding, Dr. G. D.

Amendments'Made or Proposed 

Grazing leases of vacant land un¬ 
suitable for agriculture may be issued 
by the minister to cover a period not 
exceeding twenty years. (Proposed— 
Any lease in good standing which has 
less than five years to run may be re¬ 
newed, .if upon official inspection, the 
lands are found to be unfit for agri¬ 
culture). 

2. The area granted to a person or | 
company shall-'be what the minister 
may decide as proper or in public in¬ 
terest. 

3. AH applications must be made on 
the official form direct to the local 
agent of provinciSf lands, accompan¬ 
ied by application fee. Then the larati- 
will he placed under reservation, until 
decision is reached. Forms may be re¬ 
ceived rrorn Director of Lands at Ed¬ 
monton or from any agent of provin¬ 
cial lands. No lease is granted with¬ 
out inspector’s report of suitability 
for agriculture. A 30 day notice must 
also have been posted. / 

5. If conflicting interests rise, and 
an injustice make it impracticable to 
make satisfactory division,/the land 
may be placed under reservation and 
held for community grazing. 

6. The lessee in the first year shall 
place on the land, not less than one 
•head of stock for each 160 acres, and 
each year thereafter maintain such 
number as required by the minister, 
and the number increased or decreas¬ 
ed Vhen ever so directed by the min¬ 
ister. At least 20 per cent of the 
stock shall be' breeding stock unless 
otherwise notified. 

8. Within one year from execution 
of lease, the lessee shall make statu¬ 
tory declaration of stock owned by 
him, and the number, on the lease. 
Thereafter sworn returns shall be 
made each first of July. 

ft. The lessee shall pay yearly rent 
as fixed by the minister, subject to re¬ 
adjustment at the end of each ten- 
year period; yearly rental payable in 
advance. 

10. On expiration of the term of 
lease, the former holder has prior 
right to re-lease on complying with 
regulations. 

No Sub-Letting 

11. The lessee shall not transfer or 
sublet any of the lands without first 
getting consent of the minister. Such 
consent will not be given unless all ar¬ 
rears are paid. In any such transfer, 
all conditions shall be finding on the 
transferee as well as the lessee, and 
any breach will have the same effect 
as if made by the lessee.
